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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Applicants response filed 06/08/04 in reply to the Office action of 12/19/03 has 
been entered. Claims 1-2, 6-8, and 11 have been amended. Claims 1-2, 6-8, 10 and 
1 1 are pending and are examined. The IDS forms 1449 of 02/19/02 and 06/08/04 have 
been considered. Initialed and dated copies of the forms are attached to the instant 
Office action. 

All previous objections and rejections not set forth below have been withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendment to the claims. 

This Office action contains NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTIONS not necessitated 
by Applicant's amendments. Therefore, this action is non-final. The delay in applying 
these grounds of rejection is regretted. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: IR64 S.S, IR64 C, RAS1 S.S, and RAS1 C. Corrected drawing sheets, or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description, are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
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per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. Also, the figures (Figures 1 and 2) are not legible. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 6-8 are objected to for failing to further limit parent claim 2. The 
glycosylation and phosphorylation sites of the polypeptide, and alpha/ beta type 
structure are inherent properties of SEQ ID NO: 1 and 2. Therefore, claims 6-8 do not 
further limit claim 2. It is suggested that claims be deleted. 

At claim 1 , " a sequence" should be changed to —the sequence— because it 
refers to specific SEQ ID NO: 

At claim 2, " a polypeptide" should be changed to —the polypeptide— because it 
refers to specific SEQ ID NO: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 10-1 1 are indefinite because "polynucleotide sequence" lacks antecedent 
basis in claim 1 which is drawn to a nucleic acid sequence. Replacing "polynucleotide" 
with —nucleic acid— would obviate the rejection. 
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Remarks 

Claims 1-2, 6-8, and 10-1 1 are deemed free of the prior art of record because the 
prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest SEQ ID NO: 2 or a nucleotide sequence 
encoding SEQ ID NO: 1. 



Claims 1-2 are allowable. 

Claims 10-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
